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First Series, 1799-1824. 

The First Series of the Transactions commenced in 1799. It was 
published at intervals, and six volumes were brought out between that 
date and 1824. 


Second Series, 1828-1843. 

The first volume of the Second Series appeared in 1828, was pub¬ 
lished quarterly, and comprised eight volumes. 

As provision was made for binding the volumes of the Second Series 
in continuation of the first, by giving title pages numbered from seven 
to fourteen, it is necessary to observe, that in th^ folio wing Index tlio 
volumes have been numbered one to eight as per special title pages 
given for the series. 


Third Series, 1843-1865. 

The Third Series commenced in 1843, and was also a quarterly pub¬ 
lication; it was continued till 1865, wfyen its eleventh volume was 
completed.
